The 
children were of good aver. 
age weight for height and 
age and appeared to be 3 
happy well-adjusted group. 


“Three-quarters of thé chil- 
dren presented had no evi- 
dence of dental ‘caries. Most 
of the remainder had received 
complete dental treatment. 
Eating sweets, or “constantly 
drinking «soft, drinks or cor- 
dials, is destructive to , the 
teeth, and itis far better to 
munch an aprile or ather' piece 
‘of fruit, if something. must 
be hed-in between meals. 
Cleaning the teeth after eat- 
ing is an essential to good 
dental health. There were

parts of the district on the 
one day an idea could be 
gained whether the gas was 
coming from the sea front

a deposit of fine solids. 


“A further point is ‘that 
practically all paints—both 
internal and  external—are 
now “lead -free” and are not 
subject to sulphide staining.

“There is no doubt also 
that there has-been consider- 
able industrialisation - based 
on the processing of enormous 
quantities of a raw material 
with a comparatively high 
sulphur content some of 
which, inevitably, manifests 
itself as hydrogen sulphide: 


“In concusion, we would 
suggest that your council in 
considering sulphide pollution, 
does not lose. sight of other 
contaminants .to which the 
area could be exposed. These 
would include sulphide .di- 
oxide which is a corrosive gas, 
and soot and. dust from smoke 
stacks and from any other 
black smoke emission.” ‘ 


After. considering the report 
Cr. H. W. Lee said it appears 
from the report “we have 
been barking up the .wrong 
tree.” He said as far as air 
Pollution is concerned it seems 
many more things other than 
council suspected had to be 
considered. 


Cr. Lee said council would 
have to extend the coverage 
of their original resolution to 
cover all aspects of air pollu- 
tion. In the original. resolu- 
tion hydrogen sulphide was 
considered the predominant 
cause of ait poltution in the 
shire, 


He stated he would like to 
give the chartered chemists a 
free hand to enable them to 
give their full attention té the 
pollution problem. .
